The wisdom of this course 
was fully approved by officials here, 
who have foreseen that 
the rebels 
needed further chastisement in order to 
bring them to a realizing sense of their 
position. 
The early dispatches from 
General Otis clearly defined the general 
plan <it his latest movements.

straight forward over a 9-mile stretch of 
country between Cain tn pit and the lat­ 
est rebel stronghold, San Fernando, and 
and Major General Lawton directing a 
strong force under Colonel Sanmer to 
prevent the insurgents from retreating 
from San Fernando into the mountains 
on the north. 
The dispatcher «bowed there had been 
hot work in the execution of this move­ 
ment, particularly in General Mac Ar­ 
thur's advance on San Fernando.

o#utly filed by him alleging that he had 
been approached by persons offering 
bribes if he would dismiss the suits 
against the Standard Oil company. The 
motion asks the court to require the 
tmmes of all persons who are alleged to 
have been connected with, the attempt­ 
ed bribery, not only of Mr. Monuet, bat 
also of former Attorney General D. K. 
Watson to be given. 
It is farther asked: That a commis­ 
sioner be appointed to take all legal testi­ 
mony which bears upon the truth or 
falsity of the charges contained in the 
attorney general’s statement to the su­ 
preme court, and that a disinterested 
attorney be appoint«! to conduct the ex­ 
amination upon the part of the court. 
In support of the requests contained 
in the motion, the attorneys for defend­ 
ant make the following statements upon 
information and belief, “that all the

and by reason of these facts alleged it is 
evident that both F. S. Mounett aud S. 
W. Bennett, mast be witnesses in the 
case; that the attorney general is not 
disinterested and can only acquit him­ 
self of false and libelous statements and 
free* himself from suspicion by proving 
defendant guilty of the charges he has 
preferred. 
Wherefor it is highly im­ 
proper and unjost that he, as repre­ 
sentative of the court, should oouduct 
the investigation. ”

IMPORTANT REFORMS 


In International Law to Be Made In 
Europe Next Week. 
Paris, May 5.—Within the next few 
days a series of important reforms in 
connection with international law will 
come into operation on the continent of 
Europe. 
In 18!)4 a congress of interna­ 
tional law took place at The Hague, at 
which all the continental countries of 
Europe were officially represented, Great 
Britain and the United States, however, 
being conspicuous by their absence. 
As 
the result of this conference an interna­ 
tional convention was signed Nov. 14, 
1896, ordaining that as soon as the vari­ 
ous nations participating in the congress 
had respectively ratified the convention 
a number of important legal reforms 
would come into operation. 
Chief 
among these reforms is the agreement 
that henceforth a foreigner can plead 
and have reoourse to the courts of con­ 
tinental Europe without being com­ 
pelled, as hitherto, to deposit in advance 
a large sum of money by way of guar­ 
antee of the costs. 
Th<* obligation of making this heavy 
deposit has in most instances prevented 
foreigners from appealing for justice to 
the tribunal* of the countries in which 
they happen to be, or to which the indi­ 
vidual against whom they had cause for 
action belonged, 
The various signatory 
governments undertake to furnish legal 
redress and assistance free of cost to in­ 
digent foreigners, in the same manner 
as to people of their own nationality 
pleading informa pauperis. 
These rati­ 
fications have been exchanged within 
the last fortnight and all the innova­ 
tions come into force in the various 
countries that participated in the con­ 
gress next week.

Washington, May 5.—Tho war de­ 
partment la satisfied from tho dispatches 
received from General Otis that the 
American commander has put aside the 
Insurgent temporising over peace and 
ha* tunned! his attention to most aggres­ 
sive tactics. 
The wisdom of this conrte 
was fully approved by officials here, 
who have foreseen that tho rebels 
needed further chastisement in order to 
bring them to a realizing sense of their 
position. 
The early dispatch * from 
General Otis clearly defined the general 
plan of hi* latest movements.

[ straight forward over a 9-mile stretch of 
country between Cal u in pit and the lat­ 
est rebel -troughold, Ban Fernando, aud 
and Major General Lawton directing a 
strong force under Colonel Sumner to 
prevent the insurgents from retreating 
from San Fernando into the mountains 
on the north. 
The dispatches showed there had been 
hot work in the execution of this move­ 
ment, pnr’icu hurly in General Mac Ar­ 
thur’s advance on San Fernanda 
The 
defeat of Luna at San T mn- aud the 
scattering of the insurgent forces, leaves 
MacArthur four miles from San Fer­ 
nando with a clear road bef tire him. 
He will take the city today, according 
to General Otis* {dans. 
General Lawton’* movement north

A successful execution of this 
move will i< ive the insurgents well sur­

In International Law to Be Made In 
Europe Next Week. 
Paris, May 6.—Within the next few 
day - a series of important reforms in 
commotion with international law will 
come into operation on tho continent of 
Europe. 
In 1894 a congress of interna­ 
tional law took place at The Hague, at 
which all the continental countries of 
Europe were officially represented, Great 
Britain and the United States, however, 
being conspicuous by their absence, 
As 
the result of this conference an interna­ 
tional convention was signed Not. 14, 
1896, ordaining that a* soon os the vari- 
on* nations participating in the congress 
had respectively ratified the convention 
number of important legal reforms 
would 
come into operation. 
Chief 
among these reforms is the agreement 
that henceforth a foreigner can plead 
and have recourse to the courts of con­ 
tinental Europe without being com­ 
pelled, as hitherto, to deposit in advance 
a large sum of money by way of guar­ 
antee of the costs. 
The obligation of making this heavy 
deposit has in most instances prevented 
foreigners from appealing for justice to 
the tribunal* of the countries in which 
they happen to be, or to which the indi­ 
vidual against whom they had cause for 
action belonged, The various signatory 
governments undertake to furnish legal 
redress and assistance free of cost to in­ 
digent foreigners, in the same manner 
a» to people of their own nationality 
pleading informa pauperis. 
These rati­ 
fications nave been exchanged within 
the last fortnight and all the innova­ 
tions come into force in the various 
countries that participated in the con 
gress next week.
